DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

Claims 17 and 79 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75 as being substantial duplicates of 
claims 4 and 74, respectively. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so 
close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is 
proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the 
allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 18, 28, 39, 69-78, 80, and 81 are allowed. Note, claims 18 and 80 depend 
upon the duplicate claims and should be properly amended upon the cancellation of claims 17 
and 79.
